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DAGENHAM  WHITES 
VICTIMS  OF  HATE 


When  Asian  workers  at  the  giant 
Ford  plant  at  Dagenham,  Essex, 
claimed  that  they  were  the  victims 
of ‘racism’,  the  story  made  national 
headlines  and  was  repeatedly  on 
TV  and  radio  news  as  well.  Yet 
again,  pompous  liberal  media 
pundits  had  a  field  day  berating  the 
native  British  for  being  such  a 
thoroughly  bad  lot. 

Yet  the  same  national  media 
closed  ranks  to  bring  down  an  iron 
curtain  of  politically  correct  silence 
following  a  whole  series  of 
appallingly  vicious  attacks  in 
Dagenham  by  a  gang  of  racist 
thugs  who  launched  a  wave  of 
terror  against  young  victims 
singled  out  for  potentially  lethal 
attack  just  because  of  the  colour 
of  their  skin.

They  were  swearing  at  me 
and  I  tried  to  stand  up  for  myself 
because  I  thought  they  were  just 
punching,  but  then  I  realised  they 
were  actually  stabbing  me. 

“I  noticed  the  blade  at  the  same 
time  I  realised  I  had  blood  on  my 
hands  and  I  knew  I  had  to  make  it 
to  my  friend’s  house  to  survive. 

“Somehow  I  managed  to  get  up 
and  run....  I  could  have  died 
because  of  this  attack  and  the  next 
person  might  not  be  as  lucky.” 

The  injured  man  was  later  taken 
to  Oldchurch  Hospital  where  he 
was  treated  for  severe  cuts  to  his 
hands  and  wrists,  the  back  of  his 
head,  a  5  in  slash  across  his  face 
and  puncture  wounds  across  his 
back. 

When  so  much  fuss  was  made 
about  allegations  of  discrimination 
and  racist  abuse  at  the  Ford  plant, 
why  did  this  wicked  series  of  racist 
attacks  go  unnoticed  except  for  one 
article  on  the  inside  page  of  the 
local  paper? 

The  answer,  of  course,  is 
because  all  the  victims  were  white, 
while  the  race-hate  gang,  all  aged 
about  2 1 ,  were  black.

She  said  the  fight  initially  broke 
out  between  one  Asian  boy  and  one 
white  boy  during  the  school’s 
morning  break,  but  quickly  began  to 
involve  other  pupils  at  the 
Shadsworth  Road  site. 

The  police  were  called  in  after  the 
fight  and  asked  to  provide  a  further 
presence  at  the  end  of  the  school  day. 
Officers  continued  to  monitor 
developments  throughout  the  week. 

Mrs  Devonport  said:  “There  was 
an  incident  involving  a  group  of 
boys  but  it  was  brought  quickly 
under  control.  We  don’t  tolerate  this 
sort  of  behaviour,  but  sometimes  it 
is  necessary  to  involve  the  police.”

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“Somehow  I  managed  to  get  up 
and  run....  I  could  have  died 
because  of  this  attack  and  the  next 
person  might  not  be  as  lucky.” 

The  injured  man  was  later  taken 
to  Oldchurch  Hospital  where  he 
was  treated  for  severe  cuts  to  his 
hands  and  wrists,  the  back  of  his 
head,  a  5  in  slash  across  his  face 
and  puncture  wounds  across  his 
back. 

When  so  much  fuss  was  made 
about  allegations  of  discrimination 
and  racist  abuse  at  the  Ford  plant, 
why  did  this  wicked  series  of  racist 
attacks  go  unnoticed  except  for  one 
article  on  the  inside  page  of  the 
local  paper?

ORGANIC 
IS  BETTER 

The  organic  farming 
movement  -  founded 
by  British  national¬ 
ists  just  before  and 
after  the  Second 
World  War  -  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  welcome 
boost  from  research 
by  Copenhagen 
University.  For  the 
first  time,  scientists 
have  found  hard  evi¬ 
dence  that  organi¬ 
cally  grown  food  is 
healthier  to  eat  than 
conventional  crops. 

The  research 
shows  that  plants 
grown  without  artifi¬ 
cial  pesticides  and 
fertilisers  contain 
higher  levels  of  nu¬ 
trients,  confirming 
that  organic  food  is 
not  only  tastier,  but 
healthier  too.  The 
Copenhagen  team 
found  that  organic 
plants  contained 
higher  levels  of  vita¬ 
mins  and  far  more 
secondary  meta¬ 
bolites  ~~  a  family 
of  compounds 
which  help  protect 
plants  from  outside 
attack.  When  eaten 
in  fresh  fruit  and 
vegetables,  some  of 
these  metabolites  are 
associated  with 
lower  risks  of  cancer 
and  heart  disease. 

It  has  long  been 
suspected  that  there 
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Thousands  of  independent 
banana  growers  are  the  latest 
victims  of  Global  Greed  Inc  aka 
the  World  Trading  Organisation 
(WTO).

CLASS  SIZES  RISE 


With  one  of  Labour’s  key 
election  pledges  being  to 
reduce  the  class  sizes  for 
Britain’s  children,  the 
latest  figures  showing 
them  rising  are  a  further 
indication  that  Labour’s 
election  victory  was  the 
triumph  of  the  ‘sizzle’ 
over  the  steak. 

The  small  print  that 
most  people  failed  to  read 
in  Labour’s  pledge  was 
that  the  class  sizes  only 


applied  to  under-7’s  as  if 
over-7’ s  don’t  matter!  As 
predicted,  class  sizes  in  this 
age  group  has  risen  —  to  35 
per  class  —  so  that  Labour 
can  make  good  on  its 
election  pledge  for  the 
under-7’s.  Even  here  though 
class  sizes  are  rising  above 
the  magic  30  per  class  by 
8,000  in  the  last  year  to 
484,000.  Nearly  half-a- 
million  children  betrayed  by 
Labour. 
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and  heart  disease. 

It  has  long  been 
suspected  that  there 
is  a  direct  connection 
between  the  huge  in¬ 
crease  in  killer  dis¬ 
eases  and  modern 
agri-business.

As  usual,  how¬ 
ever,  a  properly 
funded  research  and 
development  pro¬ 
gramme  for  organic 
agriculture  is  just 
one  more  thing 
which  must  await  the 
advent  of  a  national¬ 
ist  government.

farmers  at  a  fair  price.

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CRYING  WOLF,  ENDING  UP  IN  COURT 


For  some  months  last  year, 
Mohammed  Bashir  became 
perhaps  the  most  famous  Asian 
shopkeeper  in  Britain.  The  reason? 
A  wave  of  media  coverage  of  his 
ordeal  at  the  hands  of ‘racist  thugs’ 
who  were  repeatedly  targeting  his 
Cut  Price  Mini  Market  in  the  run¬ 
down  Byker  area  of  Newcastle. 

Mr.  Bashir,  48,  even  appeared  on 
TV  with  the  Chief  Constable  of 
Northumbria,  Crispian  Strachan, 
who  he  thanked  for  protecting  him 
from  ‘racist  attacks’.

Leafleting,  however,  still 
remains  legal  —  at  least  in  theory. 
In  practice,  however,  things  aren’t 
quite  so  good.  In  the  same  week 
in  which  the  authorities  were 
turning  a  blind  eye  to  the 
thousands  of  railway  riot  ‘tickets’ 
being  illegally  plastered  on  council 
and  private  property  all  over 
London,  three  leading  BNP 
members  learned  that  they  were  to 
be  dragged  into  the  High 
Court  by  the  Metropolitan 
Police. 

The  reason?  The  BNP 
had  produced  a  leaflet 
satirising  a  Met 
advertising  campaign  that 
sought  to  give  the 
inaccurate  impression  that 
racial  crime  is 
predominantly  a  white 


crime  with  non-white  victims. 
Because  it  used  a  very  similar 
design  to  the  police  propaganda 
material,  the  BNP’s  white  rights 
material  could  —  at  first  glance  — 
have  been  mistaken  for  something 
put  out  by  the  police. 

As  soon  as  anyone  started  to  read 
it,  however,  they  would 
immediately  realise  that  the  leaflet 
criticises  the  police  for  their  anti¬ 
white  institutionalised  racism,  and 
that  it  is  put  out  by  the  BNP. 

Despite  this,  and  although  the 
leaflet  breaks  no  criminal  law, 
bosses  of  the  Metropolitan  Police 
were  so  angry  at  being  criticised 
and  laughed  at,  that  they  decided 
to  bring  a  civil  action  against  the 
BNP  leadership  for  alleged  breach 
of  copyright,  making  the  ridiculous 
claim  that  a  few  thousand  leaflets 
had  wrecked  an  entire  advertising 
campaign.

And  Eaton  Mews  resident  Gordon 
Stanton-Montague  confronted  some 
BNP  leaflet  deliverers  outside  his 
home  on  Wednesday  night.

He  said:  “What  is  the  world  coming  to 
when  people  like  this  mob  can  come 
around  quite  neighbourhoods  drumming 
up  hatred  and  disrupting  our  lives?"

Director  of  Westminster  Racial 
Equality  Council  Claudia  Webbe  said: 

This  is  the  tip  of  the  iceberg  of  what 
is  going  on  out  there  in  society. 

“It  sends  out  the  wrong  message 
when  the  BNP  are  allowed  to  voice 
their  protests  in  this  racist  manner. 
There’s  enough  evidence  to  take  those 
responsible  for  this  and  lock  them  up.
